CHANG’S ALLEGED TREACHERY, 


Jn another article, the same 
paper accepts the news published 
in Peking papers to the effect 
that Chang Tso lin has sant his 
trusty emissars, Yu Coung-han, 
to Japan, appealing for help and 
offering her the allegiance of the 
Threa Eastern . Provinces. -h 
considers that Chang is capable 
of do ng such things when at bis, 
and that the substance of the 
declaration he made ia his 
ctrewlastelegram proves that. 

The declaration of indepand- 
ence alane is nat worth a smile 
as far as Cina herse'fis con 


cerned, if remarks, but we cannot. 


say that is will not involve 
serious complications regarding 
our foreign relations ia this 
instance. Chang is by no mears 
ubique in adopting such tactics in 
this country. Bu: he differs 
from his prototypes in that, 
while others havedeclared “‘inde- 
pendence" as a mark of dissatis- 
faction with the policy of Peking 
or to show their antagonism 
against the Chief Executive, he is, 
out of mare spite for hia disrmissal, 
even willing to renounce his 
Chinese citizenship and deprive 
the Republic of China of all the 
vast regions in Sf{anchuris and 
Mongolia now under bis sway. 


This kind of “Independence ” 
is of a similar nature to the one 
declared by Cheputsuotanpa of 
irga. Moreover, the wording of 
his manifesto addressed to the 
foreign Powers sbow that he 
arrogetes to himself ‘sll the attri- 
butes of a sovereign of as frea 
state. . 


To rebelling azainst his couo- 
try, Chang has already committed 
an wunopardonable crime. But 
to offer territory to a foreign 
country may entail very serious 
consequences, especially whan we 
know that country bas been cast- 
ing longing eyes upon Manchoria 
and Mongolia since mang days. If 
Chang is really bent upor betray> 
iog his own cpuntry it would ba 
the duty of every citizen of this 

epublic to give a band in punish- 
ing him. 

A WARNING TO JaPan, 

The Stuctuptoin another arti- 
cle warns Japan against taking 
advantage of Chang [so-lin’s pre- 
sent frame of mind and against 
roxking any capital whatever out 
of the present situation in China. 
Tt views with grave  ap- 
prehension the arrival in Japan 
of such fugitives as Liang Shh-yi 
and Yeb Kung-cho under . the 
escort and protection of- their 
Japanese friends, as reported in 
several Osaka papers. It also 
teminds Japan of her commit- 
ments at the Washingtoa Confer- 
ence not so long ago; and any 
rash action taken‘by ber at the 
present juocture would surely 
cause international complications 
of the gravest nature. 

“CHANG INCONSISTENT. 

A more inconsistent man than 
Chang Tso-lia would be hard to 
fod, says the Shunpao. At the 
beginning. of his adventure, 
Chang declared that his chief aim 

was the unification of this coun- 
try; and yet, efter -anffering 2 
single reverse in battle, he de- 
clared “iadependence.” Unifica- 
tion and indepsandence aca two 
terms quite opposite iu meaning 
to each other, The more inde- 
pendent provinces there are tha 
greater will be che difficulty ia 
the attainment of national unity. 
As Chang, in his declaration of 
independence, hes neither pro- 
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claimed his allegiance to. the 
South nor elected to adopt the 
system of self-government, 
bis action would more likely 
tend to cause disintegration 
than toeffect any unification of 
our Rapublic. However, there 
are others beside the Manchurian 
Warlord whose deeds do not 
always agree with their words.

IS CHANG FINISHED? 


—-, 
When the news came through 
of Chang Tso-tin’s crushing de- 
feat at Changsintien and theace 
along the whole front,” the 
general conclusion was that the 
Fengtien War Lord was finisbed 
—fallen in a day from his high 
estate to obscurity. Chang. un- 
doubtedly received a heavy blow. 
His forces, supposedly the strong- 
cecconcesooeseees in the Republic, were scatter- 
ed like chaff, and his redoubtable 
adversary, Wu Pui-foo, does not 
seem to have committed the 
error of resting upon bis laurels 
and so allowing the other side to 
recuperate. On the contrary 
Wu appears to have. pushed bis 
victory as far as was prudent. 

It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that Chang’s stronghold is 
on the other side of the Wall. 
Further, his troops were common- 
ly stated to total between threa 
hundred and four hundred 
thousand. Perbaps there 
‘the ysual Chinese exaggeration 
in this respect; but, as Chang 
apparently had not more than 
75,000 engaged in the Chibli 
fighting, it is a reasonable 
assumption. that be still has 
large forces at his disposal. Ro- 
ports differ'as to whether he is 
retiring with all speed or intends 

again to try the hazard of war. 
Since the Changsintien debacle, 
Chang is said to have sent s 
Measage to. Sun Yat-sen urging 
the latter to hurry on with bis 
anti-North expedition in order 
thet the two may deliver a com- 
bined blow. against Wu. At the 
same time Chang seers to have 
been gettiog his troops back te 
tbe far sido of the Wall. Whether 
this is with a view to making 
Manchuria his exclusive future 
domaio, according ta his 
manffesto, or to consolidating

Fuller dethils of the Wa Sup 
piracy show that no blame at- 
taches to the Colony’a Water 
Policy. The pirates, to the num- 
ber of sixteen, boarded the 
steamer at Ping Hoi, and the 
quartette of guatds—Chinese, not 
Indian-cappear to have put up & 
plucky fight, specially as one of 
their limited number was mortally 
wounded at the first outbreak. Tha 
attack was evidently no casual 
taid but .a csrefolly-planued 
schéme for preying upon a num- 
ber of Chinese who were return- 
ing from Singapore with their 
hard-earned savings, which the 
pirates promptly appropriated: It 
is an ironic commentary upon the 
state of affairs in the Flowery 
Lendithat these things can go on 
with impunity. The Hongkong 
searchers are fully exonerated, 
the facts ahowing that the trouble 
is due to the inability of China 
to protect ber waters. In the 
Times is m& Wopaful picture of 
China’s recovery now that Wa 
Pei-fa is in the ascendant. As 
the London j.urnal otserves, 
sweeping resulta cannot be ex- 
pected immediately in such a 
large couatry. To stamp out 
such a blot as piracy is, never- 
theless, ane of the first duties of 
the reformers. 


The Ferry Service. 


Whether the lsunch strike be

the-ferry service between Kow- 
loon and Hongkong. Like the 
correspondents who made use of 
onr columns on Saturday, we are 
fully conscious of the difficulties 
which have had to b& contended 
with during the past week, but 
we capng help feeling that all 
bas oat been done that might 
have been to render this essential 
public service more efficient. The 
crowding on the wharves and the 
boats has been mute than uncem- 
fortable—in the case of the latter 
it has bean positively dangerous, 
This might have been avoided 
either by restricting the aumber 
of passengers per boat or by 
giving first preference to season 
ticket-holders. Atany rate, some- 
thing might bave been done on 
the lines suggested in the Duily 
Press by excluding from the 
first-clasa section Chinese of 
the coolie class who are dirtily- 
clad or shoeless. If it should 
so happen’ that the strike 
be settled to-day, all that can be 
dons is to profit by experience, 
in which connection the above 
suggestions-‘should be borne in 
wiod,as well also as the other 
idea put forward thst, in the 
event of further interruptions, 
the present ferry-boats be called 
off and some arrangement meds 
for the use of. more easily bandled 
craft. One “thing is obvious— 
public services will have to be 
assared on more adequate lines 
than during the past week. The 
Government should see to that 
much, atany tate.

'THE SPEED OF THOUGHT,

French Scientist’s Calculation. 


How many thoughts go to 
the second? <A well-known 
physician and philosopher, Dr. 
*Ricbet, of Paris, recently 
answered this question quite 
definitely. 

In a communication to the 

} Academie des Sciences he states 
that his observations have shown 
him that twelve thouzhts a 
second may be taken ase fair 
Tate. 
- Tee precision of Dr. Richet’s 
statement is remarkable—he 
makes it 12.35 per second—but 
the solution of tke question is 
Ulusory ; even the problem itself 
is nob properly posed. - 

Ido not’say this lightly, writes 
a psychologis:, for at one period 
of my own studies in psychology 
Icarried out « series of experi- 
ments, scme of them very 
laborious and extending over 
years, ia order to find the secret 
of problems of this sort. 

For example, committed to 
memory a grpat rumber of 
passages from the poet.—Milton, 
Shakespeare, Keats, Shelley, 
Byron—and at the same time 
data from various sciences, 
physiology and astronomy par- 
ticularly, some of them expreesed 
by aid of mnemonies, and a long 
list ef complicated formule in 
the higher mathematics. 

These I learnt off by heart by 
continual repetition. At first this 
work occupied almost all day, 
but by constant practice I re- 
duced the time steadily, and at 
length during half an hour before 
breakfast I used to run over the 
entire series in my mind. 

Tobserved the manner of this 
operation,.and it was very curi- 
ous. After a time the repatition 
of the secies required only slight 
exercise of will-power; it was as 
if an immateris! tape -in'my 
brain rapidly unwound itself from 
® cylinder, revealing as it did so 
the series I had memorized. 

This became so familiar, and 
in @ sense so automatic, that I 
was able ‘to perform, not 
merely mechanical, “but mental 
work,, while carrying out my 
memory task; yet could at once 


any flow of weaksninog in the 
recollection of any part. 

The speed, therefore, at which 
tho process of thought took place 
depended on practice, and it was 
capable of a great increase of 
rate. 

Some time after I had become 
letter perfect in this series, I 
memorized forty thousand worda, 
and these I used to rep2st every 
miorning during about an hour, 
although the original learning 
had taken many days. : 

We see here one vital circum. 
stance that Dr. Richet, has 
omitted; but that does not con- 
stitute even the chief criticism of 
this theory. 

What he calls thoughts are 
composites of thoughts, often 
highly complex: bit at the base 
of a true psychology the question 
should be proposed snd answered:

elementary kind can the mind 
entertain at oace ? 

I could write a volume on that 
one problem, but the answer may 
be given forthwith. The mind can 
ata given instant entertain oxy 
one thought and its relation to « 
second which riszs into con- 
eciousness as the first disappears, 

Dr. Richet’s thoughts are 
formed by compounding element- 
al thoughts, and these are rapid. 
far beyond his twelve a second, 
more rapid io fact than where 
the “swiftness of the hand 
deceives the eye,” for the speed 
of thought deceives also the 


mental vision. .
